GREETING FROM COUNCILMEMBER GIL CEDILLO 


Friends, 


This week’s City Council meetings were packed with items that needed to be approved before we went 
into legislative recess. From now until Jul 25th, the City Council will be dark. No business will take place 
in Council, but your CD1 staff will be in the offices ready to serve you. 


Three very important pieces of legislation were approved that will benefit the City and CD1 directly. We 
approved a motion that seeks to crack down on employers who cheat employees of their wages. We 
approved a motion that will create design restrictions on landscaping, screening and fencing, and 
exterior site lighting for homes along the LA River. We also announced our first Annual Latin Jazz Music 
Festival. 


The field staff was busy with a new development in Chinatown, welcoming a new bike corral in Cypress 
Park, and kicking off a new CD1 youth program. We ended this short week by handing out reusable tote 
bags in honor of the City’s Plastic Bag Ban, which went into full effect as of Tuesday. 


We also celebrate our first year in office. I am proud of the work my staff has done in the community and 
look forward to the year ahead. We are doing everything in our power to make the First District #1!

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LEGISLATIVE UPDATE 


Wage Theft Motion Approved

On Tuesday the City Council approved Councilmember Cedillo and Koretz’s Wage Theft Motion. The 
motion instructs the City Attorney to draft a Wage Theft Ordinance to criminalize the practice of wage 
theft in the City of Los Angeles and increase tracking enforcement. Los Angeles is the wage theft capital 
of the Nation. Every week workers lose $26.2 million in wage theft violations, the highest of any other 
major city in the country. Other major cities, including Denver, Colorado and Austin, Texas have passed 
city ordinances to hold unscrupulous employers accountable. 


Wage theft is the pervasive and illegal practice of not paying workers for all of their work. It includes 
violating minimum wage laws; not paying time and a half overtime pay; forcing workers to work off the 
clock; misclassifying employees as independent contractors to avoid paying minimum wage and 
overtime; and not paying workers at all.

RIO in PLUM and City Council

This week, the City Council adopted two ordinances related to the L.A. River after years in the making. 
First, an ordinance to establish the River Improvement Overlay (“RIO”) District as citywide enabling 
legislation allowing the creation of a Supplemental Use District for waterways. Second, an ordinance 
defining the boundaries of the City’s first RIO Supplemental Use District, generally defined as all 
properties located within approximately 2,500 feet of the Los Angeles River (which is a total of 32 miles 
in the City of Los Angeles; a total of 52 miles throughout the region). These measures now go to the 
Mayor for his signature before becoming effective. 


These pieces of City legislation will advance the vision of the Los Angeles River Revitalization Plan. 

New major developments located within a designated district along the River will now be subject to rules 
regulating landscaping, screening and fencing, and exterior site lighting. For sites directly abutting the 
River, new development will need to incorporate fence designs, landscape buffers and other features, 
such as access and a “Riverfront Door”.

EIR Meeting for EVOQ Development

This Tuesday, the Los Angeles Department of City Planning (LADCP) held a public scoping meeting to 
inform the public about EVOQ Properties, Inc.’s proposed College Station Project (924 North Spring 
Street) and LADCP’s decision to prepare an Environmental Impact Report (EIR) for this Project. The 
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Project proposes a mixed-use transit-oriented development across from the Chinatown Gold Line 
Station. The Project would subdivide the current site into three smaller parcels separated by two private 
internal streets. Two development options are proposed. 


The public scoping meeting was held from 5:00 to 7:00 p.m. at the Los Angeles Chinatown Youth Center 
(Far East Plaza) to receive comments as to the scope and content of the EIR, such as what 
environmental effects and alternatives the EIR should study. LADCP staff and EVOQ’s architect and 
consultants were on hand to respond to questions from the public. A clear interest from the development 
community was apparent from those in attendance Tuesday evening.

IN MEMORIUM 


Bobby Castillo

Bobby Castillo, the man who taught Fernando Valenzuela the screwball, helping put into motion one of 
the most memorable periods in Los Angeles Dodgers' history, died Monday. He was 59. 
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Castillo, who pitched in the majors for nine years and was a member of the Dodgers' 1981 World Series 
championship team, died of cancer in a Los Angeles-area hospital, the team announced. 


The thick-mustached Castillo had a 38-40 record with a 3.94 earned-run average during his career, all 
but three years of it spent pitching for his hometown Dodgers. 


Robert Ernie Castillo was born April 18, 1955, in Los Angeles. He went to Lincoln High School in Lincoln 
Heights and was drafted by the Kansas City Royals as a third baseman. Cut by the Royals, the right¬ 
hander was pitching in a semipro game in Boyle Heights in 1976 when he had the very good fortune of 
striking out Mike Brito on a screwball. 


The lives of Castillo, Brito, and eventually Valenzuela and the Dodgers, would never be the same. 


Brito, a former Mexican league player turned scout, signed Castillo to pitch in the Mexican league, and 
in a short time Dodgers General Manager Al Campanis signed Brito as a scout and Castillo to pitch. 
That led to Brito signing Valenzuela out of the Mexican league to the Dodgers. 


Campanis wanted Valenzuela to learn a third pitch, so he called on Castillo to teach him the screwball. 
History was set in motion. 


When Valenzuela won the National League Rookie of the Year and Cy Young awards in 1981, helping 
the Dodgers to the title, Castillo was a member of the bullpen. In 1979, the affable Castillo survived a 
spring training incident in which he ran his car into a bridge railing at 5 a.m. in Vero Beach, Fla., injuring 
a leg and incurring the wrath of Manager Tommy Lasorda. 


Castillo's finest season with the Dodgers may have been in 1980, when he appeared in 61 games as a 
reliever, going 8 and 6 with a 2.75 ERA and five saves. 
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When the Dodgers traded him to the Minnesota Twins in 1982, Castillo said: "It's going to be hard not to 
put that Dodger uniform on again. They've all been great, even the people in the stands who booed. 
They booed great." 


Castillo spent three years with the Twins but returned to the Dodgers for one final season in 1985. In 
recent years he had been a member of the Dodgers' community services team. 


Castillo is survived by his mother, Nellie; daughters Mellanie and Sara; son Robert III; two grandchildren 
and his sister, Lorraine.

Councilmember Huizar Introduces Motion to Explore Amending Hours of Colorado Blvd Specific Plan

At the request of several community groups in Eagle Rock including the Eagle Rock Neighborhood 
Council, The Eagle Rock Association, the Eagle Rock Chamber of Commerce and the Colorado 
Boulevard Design Review Board, Councilmember Huizar introduced a motion in City Council to amend 
the hours of the Colorado Boulevard Specific Plan. 


The Colorado Blvd Specific Plan was originally authored and adopted in 1992 - over 20 years ago. Since 
that time, the corridor has undergone tremendous growth to the benefit of the Eagle Rock Community. 


The plan has been an effective tool in managing the look and preserving the pedestrian friendly feel of 
the neighborhood but like all city plans, needs to be updated to continue to provide public convenience 
and benefit to our community. 
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One regulation, or limitation of the current plan, is a prohibition on business operating between 9 p.m. 
and 7 a.m. - meaning neighborhood establishments that choose to move here need to close earlier, and 
- in some instances - open later than their competitors in nearby cities, such as Pasadena and 
Glendale. 


In 2014, the Eagle Rock community questioned the relevance of such a limitation on hours of operation. 
CD14 staff has been working closely with the various community groups and the Planning Department 
to look into what we can do to ensure a healthy business climate remains on Colorado Boulevard. 


The motion formally asks the Los Angeles Department of City Planning to look into the matter. 


ERNC in collaboration with TERA, the Eagle Rock Chamber of Commerce and the Colorado Blvd 
Design Review Board, will host a meeting to discuss the amendment in August. More details to follow

Of the 600 million gallons of drinking water delivered daily in the City of Los 
Angeles, about half is used for watering outdoors. 


All LADWP customers interested in the Cash In Your Lawn Program must pre-apply for a rebate and 
receive LADWP approval before starting the turf replacement project. The Department will rebate up to 
2,000 square feet of lawn replaced, for a maximum cash repayment of $6,000. 
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To help customers transition to water-wise gardens, LADWP, through its partnership with the 
Metropolitan Water District of Southern California, offers California Friendly landscape and gardening 
classes for customers to attend in person or take online.
